5. The local Pandas have nothing to do with 
the management and the pujas of the temple. ‘The 
Priests are the salaried servants of the Devastanam. 
Pilgrims who desire to know more about the details 
of worship etc., will please contact the Treasurer or 
the Temple Peishkar. 


6. Suggestions calculated to enhance the 
quality of the various services of the administration 
will be thankfully received and acted upon asfar as 
possible and practicable.

INTRODUCTION 
1. THE SACRED. SETHU 


To : the anvout Hindus, there. aré- no: ieliet 
places than . Rameswaram and the Sethu: blessed by 
the sacred associations with Sri Rama. The never- 
ending; streams of -pilgrims from the Himalayas.to 
Cape Comorin testify to the: long JOS of aE 
piety. 


Pilgrimage to the Sethu is particularly exhi- 
larating, exalting and enthralling. The confluence 
of the Bay of Bengal called “’The Mahodathi” and 
the. Indian Ocean. called “The Ratnakara” at 
Dhanushkodi Point is an extremely impressive and 
elevating phenomenon. Here Sri Rama-is said-to 
have bridged the Gulf in his invasion to Ceylon. 
The grandeur of the meeting of the waters and the 
religious sanctity connected with RAMA’S bridge 
combine to inspire the mind of pilgrims at Dhanush- 
kodi Point. Rama, according to Skanda Purana, 
broke with the end of his bow ‘the Sethu at this 
place in compliance with the request of Vibheeshana. 


The “Sethu” is an ancient Sanskrit word for. 
a bridge or a causeway across a stream. It has now 
become a proper tame to denote the Ocean bridge of 
Sri Rama. 
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Linked as thé “Sethu'‘is with the tradition of 
Rama's invasion of Lanka, the. pilgrim feels a 
rapture-on encountering it after his long journey. 
The inspiring scene of the meeting of the: two 
Oceans, the grand temple at Rameswaram, one’ of’ 
the noblest: specimen of Dravidian: architecture and 
many holy and important ‘places that the ‘pilgrinis 
have the chance of seeing and enjoying on the way, 
like Chidambaram, Kumbakonam, ‘Tanjore, ° Sri* 
raligam and Madurai, may-he said’ to: combitte for 
the Sethu Yatra all the benefits of pilgrimage. 


2. THE SETHU BANDA AND ITS IMPORTANCE 


The antiquity of the Sethu and that of Rama's, 
adventures go together. In the Yajur Veédha, there: 
is a reference to the -vast seas that clash with each. 
other “Like the feet. of a babe in the womb” and. a. 

ethu that bridges an ocean. whose further shore i is 
invisible. The Sethu or ocean bridge of Sri, Rama, 
betiveen Ceylon (Lanka) - and Dhanushkodi i is said. 
to begin at. Dharbasayanam “Adi Sethu” seven. miles 
south of Ramanathapuram. At the Sethubanda, 
Rama did miracles to regain his own, to punish, the 
wicked and to ‘re-establish the rule betweeti “nian. 
and man. In'the places’ sanctified by the foot steps 
of the ancient Hero who toiled for Dharma,

the true. pilgrim Jooks..to the: niniigeHod of his 
body and soul, 


3. THE SETHU VATRA 


The Sethu is one: of the few places: of. pilert 
mage which attract Hindus from‘all parts of Bharat. 
Tradition has fixed the. programme of:the pilgrim 
to the Sethu from the time he reaches .Ramanatha- 
puram. Following the path Rama is said to have 
trodden in. quest of a convenient’ place to bridge 
the ocean, the pilgrim proceeds from Ramanatha- 
puram to Uppoor, 20 miles north east of Ramnad 
and worships the Veyyilugantha Vinayagar there, 
worshipped by Sri Rama himself. A few miles 
south of Uppoor is Devipatanam. It is popularly 
called “Navapashanam” about 8 miles north East of 
Ramanathapuram. It isa small coastal town and 
port. There in the shallow’ bay are seen~ nine 
stones standing upright. They are said to - -have 
been planted by Rama to represent the nine 
planets whom he- SIE OES for the success of his 
endeavour. 


The pilgrim then proceeds direct to Bhatinh- 
kodi—The southern terminus of the main line of 
the Southern Railways from Madras Egmore to 
Dhauushkodi* and: is 23 miles from Rameswaram 
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_ by rail from Pamban junction. But his path to 
Dhanush-kodi is dotted with a number of 
THIRTHAMS or holy waters which he must dip 
into for his own benefit. The Anandha Ramayana 
refers to Rama himself having undertaken a pilgri- 
mage to the Sethu sometime after his coronation 
(Yuddhakanda, Canto 9, Sloka 28 and following) 
(Rama) bowed to Vighneswara’ established by 
himbelf ‘beforé (at Uppoor),: bathed at’ Navapasha- 
nam, went to Devipatanam, bathed in the Vetala 
Téertham ‘(at Vedalai) crossed the strait ‘(junction 
of the sea, the sea’s flood), ‘bathed in the Bhairava 
Theertha at Pamban and reached his own shrine 
called Ekanta (solitude) about a mile east ‘of 
Thangachitiadam. He got down from the aero-car 
(Vimana) with all his retinue, proceeded oni foot’to 
Lakshmana Gunda (in Rameswaram) bathed in it 
aid also in the holy pool known by his own name, 


the’ Rama Theertham. Them he bathed in~the 


Agnitheertha (Rameswaram), ' at Dhanushkodi and 
at the Jatai theertha, Theri after visiting Ganda- 
madhana Hill, he first bowed to Viswauadha 
brought by Hanuman formerly and. then. wor- 
shipped Rameswara pouring water from the Ganges 
on him. He threw glassware, pots, ete, in. Dhanush- 
kodi. With his bow point, he pierced an excellent 
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spring called Kodi- Theertham, | And then - to 

complete the washing away of sins, -he paid-a visit 
to the White Madava gave many gifts and stayed: 
a month. The celestial spectators in their aero-cars 

were much ‘pleased. For complete purification, 

Rama bathed in Kodi Theertham (again), 


34 Aut Dhanushkodi (the point where the bay. and 
the Ocean meet) the pilgrim-is asked {o. bathe 
first i in a small lagoon by the shore of the Indian 
ocean (Ratnakara), (formed by the flowing. tide). 
This bath is called the ‘ Malavimochana Snana” 
(bath for the remoyal of all uncleanness). After 
this, the Sankalpa begins. With sand and ernde 
coloured palm-leaf ear-rings in hand, the pilgrim is 
required to address the Kritya (demoness) or eyil 
spirit guarding the waters and causing terror to, 
the world; and request her, to accept the sand 
offerings for her food and allow him to bathe in 
the waters, (This same formula is used in the sea 
bath at Agni-theertha in Rameswaram, as also at 
Navapashanam and Dharbasayanam),. 


Then he is permitted to hathe in the cole pool 
in the bay just protected from the furious waves of . 
the Indian Ocean by a narrow. spit of sand. 
The smmber of baths prescribed at the Sethuvis ; 
three dozen and the stay recommended is for about, 
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a motith, Pilgrims mostly perform all the 36 baths ‘ 
in‘three days or even in one : day according to He 
convenience. : ! 


The usual vaidic water sa rice-offerings to 
the manes of the dead are insisted upon and the 
pilgrim cheerfully ‘undergoes the ordeal that, 
through him, his whole clan may be blessed, for 
it is not given to all the members of the family to 
make this arduous pilgrimage. 


The Sethu-Snana should be followed. by the 
visit to Sri Ramanathaswami at Rameswaram. So 
from Dhanushkodi, the pilgrim goes to Rameswaram 
and takes baths in Lakshmana Gunda and Rama 
Gunda, All over Rameswaram, there are a number 
of Theerthams, and the pilgrim can take his own 
time with regard to baths at all these theerthams. 
But a bath in the Coral bay of Agnitheertham 
directly in front of the eastern gate of the temple is 
more important, Within the temple, there area 
number of wells and ponds. containing fresh water.. 
The baths in Rameswaram follow the bath at 
Dhanushkodi and the bath at the Koditheertham | 
in the inner temple is final and the holy water of. 
it is taken home by pilgrims i in sealed cans. After 
bath in the holy theerthams in the temple ces? 
the worship of Sri-Ramanathaswami; :

-RAMESWARAM : 
l. THE ISLAND 


' Rameswaram is the terminus of the Pamban 
Rameswaram branch on the main Jine~Madras) 
Egmore-Dhanushkodi-of the Southern Railways 
and is about 418 miles South East of Madras. 


The Island of Rameswarm is ini the south east- 
extremity of the Rainnad District?’ It is said to 
represent the form of Vishnu's conch. The Town 
and the temple of the same nameare situated in 
the northern part of the island. It is thought that 
the. present Island was once connected with the. 
main land by the Isthmus of Pamban. But in the 
15th century, a causeway was constructed. by. 
Krishnama Naick but it was damaged by nate 
subsequently. 

The Island seems to have a coral basis pie 
fishermen say that corals can be gathered in the 
bay. The ordinary variety of coral here is dirty’ 
brown in colour but one oftern meets with a small 
bit of pure white coral 3 inches long on the beach 
near the Chank stores near Rameswaram. Bits of 
half-formed coral and many kinds of coral stones 
are plentifully strewn about on the sands of the bay 
near Rameswaram. Cowries, conches’ and’ shells: 
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are ‘sold in ‘heaps in the bazaar. in the western 


corridor of the temple. Costly bangles and rings 
are e nade of chank‘sheélls. 1" > 


The People—The coast is mainly inhabited by 
fishermen,’ But among them a large number seem 
to\be Christians... There are also a few Muslims’in 
the island, the descendants of old Arab ‘traders. 
They live by: cultivating betel and: by following 
sundry sorts of trade. -Many sects of non-brahmins 
and several brahmins live im the Island. 


"Pilgrims who do not like to approach the 
Patidas or their Agents for accommodation may put 
up at the spacious choultries of the Tanjore Rajah 
or of Venkatra Row or the Rajah of Rammnad, 
There are Plenty of coffee hotels and sweet meat 
shops now, one near the Railway Station and 
others in the important thoroughfares of the town. 


The places worth: ‘seeing around Rameswaranr 
are 7 in-number. 


1. Mount Gandhamadhana. =: ei a ie 
and a half to the north west. of the temple isa 
pretty. _two-storeyed structure on a sandy- elevation. 
There i is a ruined palace with a fortress near it built 
byvone of,the Sethupathies of Ramnad,....- 
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The real location of the . Gandhamadhana 
range and that particular peak bordering the Indian 
ocean from which Hanumau made his wonderful 
leap towards Lanka’ must. remain. in obscurity. 
Hanuman is said to have surveyed the ocean and 
first sighted Lanka from here and hore Rama is 
said to have arranged for his troops for the march 
on Lanka. ee 


2. Ekanta-Rameswaram.—about 3 miles west 
of Rameswaram and about a mile: to the east of 
Thangachimadam Railway Station. This is a pretty 
big temple almost in ruins, It is mentioned in the 
Ananda Ramayana.: ‘The images within are hand- 
Some standing figures of Sita, Rama and Laksli- 
mana. Rama is represented with one ‘arm raised 
as if he were speaking to Sita, The Puranic 
tradition, howevet, is that Rama held his council of 
war here while the Sethu was being built so that 
the roar of waves might not disturb him. 


3. Nambi-Nayagi Anman.—Two miles from 
the south of Rameswaram is a small hamlet protec- 
ted hy the Goddess whose name it bears ‘established 
in a small but tieat temple, The Goddess is said to 
protect the faithful’ and work miracles for thé’ cure 
of bodily diseases. 3 
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In its vicinity are located the water works that 
supply Rameswaram town with fresh water. 


4; Seetha Gundam.—is the place where Seetha 
or her previous incarnation of Vedhavathi immola- 
ted herself. It is a pool near Thangachi Madam 
about five miles north west of Rameswaram. 


5. Villunni Theertham.— To the east of 
Thangachi Madam is a bubbling spring of fresh 
water in the sea in the vicinity. of Thangachi 
Madam station.. It arose when Rama pressed the 
point of his bow in the sand when Seetha was hard 
pressed by thirst. 


6. © Bairava Theertham (in Pamban): paiiban 
isa sanatorium. The Scherzer. Rolling ERNE, 
lift bridge is worth visiting. 


7. Kothandaraman Koil—tt is situated about 
5 miles from Rameswaram, a sandy swamp on the 
northern shore of bay and is about half a mile 
from the Railway line. People from Rameswaram 
walk along the shore of the bay to reach it.. The 
temple is situated on a. sandy hillock. The images 
are all of bronze—Sitha, Rama, Lakshmana, the 
God bearing bows. Vibheeshana is also there and 
the story is that here he sought the protection of 
Rawa and was crowned by him. __ 
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» 2, ‘THE TOWN-RAMESWARAM ~~ 

 Situation:—Rameswaram:is 33 miles’ to the’ 
east of Ramanathapuram. The town and the temple 
aré situated in the northern part of the Island;. 
They are’on a bend of the coast. which forms‘a’ 
shallow bay full of coral reef about a mile and’a half 
in breadth. ‘The portion of the bay. immediately in 
front of the eastern gate of the temple is Agni 
Theertham, The Southern bend is deep enough 
for open—single masted coasting boats which ply- 
between Dhanushkodi. and Devipatanam. Before 
the Pamban bridge was channelled over, these 
coasting boats were the sole conveyance for pilgrims. 
Even now the poorer pilgrims prefer these to the 
train between Rameswaram and Dhanushkodi. 
They take pilgrims direct to the bathing ghat of 
Sethu. Passengers by train have to walk about 
two miles along the sand from the Dhanushkodi 
Railway Station. 


The Name. The Name Rameswaram is due to 


God Siva whom Rama is said to have worshipped 
there before the construction: of the bridge. 


The Ananda Ramayana explains the existence 
of two lingams Ramanath aud Viswanath. by the 
story of Hanuinan’s “delay in bringing the linga 
from Benares. Rama made a linga of sand and 
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established it at the appointed time. Hanuman 
grew angry and tried to pull it out but could not. 
The figure of Hanuman in the small shrine in the 
portico is intended to illustrate this story, Rama 
appealed him by allowing the new linga to be 
established to the left of his own, and even by 
granting priority of worship to it. 

The God Siva is here variously called Rama- 
linga, Rameshwar, and Ramanathaswami; the town 
is also called Devanagaram (City of the Gods). 


The town is about 1} miles in length and half 
a mile in breadth and consists of the usual four 
streets surrounding a temple in South India (with 
extensions and usually paralled to them or at right 
augles to them) and the gateways of the temple. 


She Devastanam buildings and offices as well 
as the Thiruppani buildings are situated in the 
east car street. The following are some of the 
public institutions, offices and chatkanis in

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One of the Devastanam buildings is the Rama 
Mandiram, in the east car street. It cotisists of two 
divisions. ‘The outer half of the compound consists 
of a big courtyard with old terraced block of rooms 
and kitchens for the use of pilgrims and two 
Verandahs on one side and a decent tiled block 
with a suite of large rooms on the other side. This 
tiled block. and the bungalow in the inuer half of 
this compound are intended for the accommodation 
of Royal parties, distinguished guests and pilgrims. 

‘The inner half of the compound contains a 
bungalow with. a small garden and a well in front. 
The building has electric fittings and the Devasta- 
nami atithorities levy a rent of Rs. 5/— per diem, 

Besides these two Bungalows, there are five 
more belonging to the Devastanam. 

1, Srinivas (Woodapple Garden) Bungalow. 
2. Agnitheertham Bungalow (Sea View) 
3. Dhanus View or Gokulam-3 Bangalows. 


All these are suitable for distinguished visitors.

3(a).. THE TEMPLE, 


* Location. The at temple of Rameswaram 
stands on’ a rising ground'in the’ northern part of 
the Island: The eastern tower -126 feet‘in height 
was’ finished only 50 yearsago. It ‘surmounts the 
inner. enclosure surrounding the’ Inner Prakarams. 
The tower on the west gate is 78 feeti high and 
very: much older than the eastern. Both of them 
are elaborately covered with mythological)’ figures. 
The workmanship is massive and, regular -and the 
architecture resembles the, Egyptian style. : 


The two other Gopurams surmounting. the 
southern and nothern gates are unfinished. , 


Prakarams and Shrines. An exceedingly 
interesting and grand feature of this temple is the 
vast perambulatory Corridor 17 feet broad running 
all round between huge colonnades on platforms 
5 feet high. This is-called.the 3rd Prakaram and 
may be said to enclose all important shrines, holy 
wells and ponds within the temple creating an 
impression of grandeour and’ giving a’ definite 
unity of design to the whole.. 
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In the northern’ jwe&ticorner is situate a cell 
screened from, public, gaze containing life’ size 
figures painted over representing the-scene of Rama 
and Seetha establishing the Linga called Rames- 
waram or Ramanatha (Linga Prathista scene) and 
Hanuman trying to pull off the same with-his tail. 


. In the said corridor which cotnects this with 
the west gate are’ bazaars’ where in. comphor and 
saffrom and toys and pictures are sold. Varieties 
of coloured shells'and conchesare exhibited here. 
Costly bracelets made of conch shells and nicely 
made boxes of palm leaves can also be had in the 
pictureseque shops. 

The Second prakaram surrounds the two great 
shrines of Rameswara and the consort and the 
Nandi Mantapam on four sides. 

It is a pleasure to wander about in the temple 
which is well lighted, ventilated and kept clean. 


_ 8(b). DESIGN, ARCHITECTURE AND SCULPTURE 


The temple exhibits all the beauties of the 
Dravidian Style in their greatest perfection. The 
inner and more ancient shrines of which there are 
several, are in an early Pandiyan style. It is said 
that the Garbagraham built of a dark hard lime 
stone was erected by Vara Raja.Sekara of Kandy, 
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with stones cut’and polished in Ceylon. The’ slabs 
used in the. doorways and ceilings are 40 feet long 
and exhibit remarkable workmanship. The pillared 
halls surrounding the inner shrine are no less 
‘remarkable. 1 j 

King Parakramabahu of Ceylon built and 
dedicated in 1173 A. D. a temple to Nissankeswara 
at Rameswaram: Probably this is the origin of the 
the temple where it stands now. Before that, tradi- 
tioti says, the Rameswaram Linga was enshrined 
in a thatched - cottage and looked after by a 
Sanyasin. 

The Koditheertham seems to have been the 
first well in the Rameswaram Shrine. The Sarva 
Theertham is said to have been instituted Jater. 
The next stage seems tobe the addition of the 
Nandi Mantapam and_ the Siva theertham. The 
next stage seems to be the addition of the Amman 
temple with a well in front of it (Satyamirtha 
Theertham). The high stone compound wall 
separating the Madhava Theertham and the Sethu 
Madhava shrines from the older ones seems to 
indicate their inclusion in the Sethu Yatra much 
later. 

The grand idea of unifying the Great Siva 
(Rameswaram)..and Vishnu (Madhava temple) 
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shrines architecturally seems to have occurred to 
Udaiyan Sethupathy and toa Komati Chettiar of 
, Nagur near Negapatanam about 1434. The western 
tower and the outer compound wall are said to be 
their work. In 1450, additions were made to the 
inner building by a wealthy Hindu from Madurai 
and others, and in 1568 A.D. by Chinna Udaiyan 
Sethupathi Katta Tevar, then a feudatory of Viswa- 
natha Nayakkar of Madurai. 

The southern half of the second prakaram was 
erected, it is said about 1540, by Tirumalai Sethu- 
pathi. His son Regunatha Tirumalai Sethupathi, 
built the rest of the second prakaram about 1658 
A.D. (Saka 1580). 

About 1740 the Sethupathi bagau the third 
prakaram. It was completed by Ramalinga Sethu- 
pathi (1725 A.D. to about 1770 A.D.) The temple 
is, therefore, uot the work of one age but extends 
over a period of 350 years and has been erected and 
endowed by the chiefs of Ramnad, the Sethupathies. 


The architecture is in the Dravidian style, 
massive and strong. The pillars are huge upright 
stones with gradual curved projections towards the 
top to furnish adequate support to long stone slabs 
raised horizoutally above them. The grandest 
specimens of this style are to be fownd in the 
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Madurai.temple. ‘The pillars are richly carved. 
They’are decorated with fine fretted work or with 
mythological figures. The gate. ways are» made of 
long upright stone slabs with single slabs laid upon 
them. ‘The absence of the arch is' noteworthy. 


The pillars in the corridors are composite and 
elaborate in design. ‘The pillared- platform lining 
aisles on either side is a special feature of this 
temple. The total leugth of all the Corridors is 
4000 feet, a uwhique feature. : 


3(c). . THE MANAGEMENT 


The Devastanam is at present managed by a 
Trustee controlled by a Committee of 5 Members. 
The Trustee resides in Madurai as that happens 
to bea convenient centre for‘ touring through the 
villages belonging to the Devastanam. He is assis- 
ted by a Treasurer who resides in Rameswaram and 
a Peishkar who is solely concerned with the internal 


management of the temple worship and establish- 
ment, 


The income of the temple is solely derived 
from the endowed villages, Kattalais and contribu- 
tions, the offerings of the pilgrims and devotees 


and receipts from the sale of tickets for the various 
divine services, 
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FE estivals: (Please s see appendix 1). ‘The three 
chief festivals in the temple fall in the. month of 
Ani (Jayashta) June, Audi (Asada) July, and Masi 
(Maha) February. | These attract huge crowds of 
pilgrims. But theré is also’ a spring festival 
(Va asauthothsavam) in the mouth of  Vaikasi 
(Vaisakha) May. Every Friday night the’ Goddess 
holds Courts in the Nava Sakthi Maridapain. After 
‘the regular worship‘is over, recitations from the 
Vedas, The Tevaram, Thiruvasakam, Thirupallandu 
etc, are held. There is also display on different 
‘kinds of musical instruments. ‘Then the procession 
‘in the Gold’ Palanquin starts “round. the third 
corridor. 


WORSHIP 


‘The temple is opéi from 6 A.M., to 10 P.M, 
when the daily round of worship closes. ‘here 
will be on ‘interval - between midday Puja and 
Sayaraksha-puja i.e. between 12 noon & 4-80 P.M. 
The ‘pilgrim’ can choose ‘the ‘ particular wie of 
worship which his means may permit: °

As regards the Panchamurthi Utsavam and 
Silver car procession pilgrims desirous of perform- 
ing them have to pay ticket amount in the 
Peishkar’s office a day before.

Persons who wish to see them 
will haye to pay a ticket fee of Rs, 3/- for Vaha- 
uams and a fee of Rs. 15/— for jewels. Please 
see appendix 3. This ticket amount they should 
pay. after. duly intimating the matter to the 
Treasurer with sufficient interval of time for 
showing them. Pilgrims should make Dharsanams 
of the, Spatika Linga of God which can be seen 
only once in the early morving just when the 
Saunadhi of God Ramauatha is aghi ‘Generally 
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the proper time will be between 4-30 and 5-30 A.M. 
This time will not apply to the festival, days. 
Pilgrims way also see the ancient.Gold image of the 
God and Goddess after the Arthajama Dheepara- 
thana is over, when only there will be Dheepara- 
thanai to this God and Goddess. 


8. Theerthams. There are 22 holy theerthams 
in this temple all round the prakarams in different 
places. Persons desirous of bathing in those theer- 
thams must bring vessels and the rope to be attached 
to the vessel along. with them, take water by means 
of the vessel and bathe in the temple. They 
possess medicinal properties and are like the 
mineral springs in the west (Spas) Each theertham 
happeus to have a mystical sanctity about it and an 
old tale to support it. Bathing in the theerthams 
refreshes both the mind and the body. Also it 
removes sins and secures fulfilment of all desires,

More details can behad either from 
the Treasurer or from the Peishkar of the Temple. 


After finishing the baths, the worship, and 
offerings at Dhanushkodi and Rameswaram, the 
pilgrim is to visit the Athi Sethu-Dharbasayanam- 
about 8 miles south of Ramanathapuram: Any 
how he has to stop at Ramanathapuram: on his 
return journey; for tlie last scéne of the pilgrimage 
opens in the hall called “Ramalinga Vilas” within 
the precincts of the Ranianathapuram palace which 
contains the original stone on which the original 
Sethupathi (Gulia) himself is said to Have been 
crowned by Rama. 


Great is the merit whlch accrues to one from 
a bath in the Sethu. Rama himself is said to have 
visited the Sethu again sometime after his corona- 
tion: The Pandavas are said to have visited it in 
the Dwaparayuga. The Bagavathapurana includes 
it in the programme of the illustrious pilgrim, 
Balarama, while the great Bharatha war was raging. 
Great sages like Agastia and his disciples performed 
penance onthe ground sanctified by the Sethu. 
Every purana dwells upon'the’great merit of the 
Sethu Yatra. The Sethu is said to’ partake of the 
divinity of the Gods and one who looks upon it 
and meditates upon it will be rid of all sitis,

THE SETHUPATHIES 


“The Sethupathies have been from time imme- 
‘morial connected with the Sethu as its guardians. 
They trace their descent from Guha. The Sethu- 
pathi family of which the Rajah of Ramnad is the 
representative, is the head of the tribe in South 
India known as the Maravars. As the hereditary 
guardians of the sacred cause-way, of Rameswaram, 
they are well known to thousands of pilgrims who 
annually visit the shrine of God Ramanatha at that 
place and who all believe that the first Sethupathi 
was installed in his office by this deified hero 
himself. 


Early history. “Tt is stated that when Rama 
appointed the first Sethupathi the Pandya regarded 
the appointment with favour and granted him free of 
tribnte all the jungle tracts of the country adjoining 
the sea coast. The old copper plate grants speak 
of the Sethupathy as the commander that established 
the Pandya Mandalam, the commander that esta- 
blished the Chola Mandalam, the guardian of the 
Thondayan shore, he who has the Garuda and 
Hanuman ensigns on his flags.
